4—* Should Enurapean Powers interfere 


in.the struggle now in, progress between 
Chita and Japan?’—is one of over- 
whelming importance, not merely to the 
countries mentioned but to the world'at 
large. It may be frankly admitted that 
its gravity is far more truthfully ap- 
praciated y the European and Ame- 
tican prese at the present day thaa 
would hava been the case eay forty years 
ago. Steam and cable have not merely 
ubridged the geopraphical distance be- 
tween East and Weat but have brought 
the two into closer meatal rapport. 
‘Trite as. the remark may seem, a Tittle 
mental effort is necessary to replize the 
difference between the days of Cape 
passages with no telegraphs and this 
present year of graco, But this reslized, 
the valuable object lesson. afforded us 
after the close of the last war, as to the 
non-advisability of interference in the 
internal affairs of an empire go cuticusly 
constituted snd held together as that of 
China, is apt to he overlooked. 

Before referring to tha arguments 
which, to our mind, seem irrefrngable 
bs regards non-interference in the exist- 
ing dispute between the two great 
Eastern. powers, it may be convenient 
to point out that the attitude of the 
European representatives will depend 
mainly upon national self-interest, 


Sentiment does undoubtedly play alarger 


part in what. our French and Russian 
friends ironically call British ‘diplo- 
macy’ at Peking tho is. the case ‘as 
regards ‘any. other. nation having inter- 
ests in China, ..There are always. a 
nuniber of well-meaning fools at home 
who. aee no incongruity ina government 
which forced its views upon the Chinese 
at the. point of the bayonet protesting 
against the loss of life and other horrors 
which will doubtless attend the ent 
war. As however the British Govern: 
ment is avowedly acting in concart with 


ing 


others lesa inclined to make themselves 
ridiculous in Oriental eves, we shall pro- 
bably be spared the usual amount of goo- 
dy-goody twaddle which the home-keap- 
ing philanthropist ia spt to dispense whan 
other people come to blows. European 
interferenca or non-interference will 
almost certainly depend upon the view 
taken as to which best serves European 
interesta.’ And to our mind the argu- 
ments in favour of the latter courae far 
outweigh those in favour of the former. 
Although our action in aiding the 
Chinese Government to auppress the 
Taiping rabellion was, in the opinion of 
many qualified judges, a complete mis- 
take, we can well understand the 
motives which induced it Frederick 
ruce to urge that. policy upon the 
British Cabinet. Prod: fore 
Chiness to Gonceds certain pointa by 
treaty, and this treaty ead. only be 
carried into effect by a central power 
anfficiently stroug to compel partial if 
not entira obedience inthe provinces. 
To have allowed that power tobe: so 
crippled by the rebels ng to plead with 
food raason an utter inability to enforce 
its own orders, would, in Sir Frederick’s 
opinion, have been a grave mistake. 
e honestly. believed, moreover, that 
the Peking authorities were alive’ to 
the necessity of ‘ entering the comity of 
nations’ and sincerely desirous © of 
throwing open the country to foreizn 
enterprise... They established 9 ‘col- 
lege’ in which .to train young Chinese 
as future diplomatists. They appointed 
foreigners’ on good salaries to teach 
European languages, They dirocted 
the translation into Chinese of works 
on international Jaw and various bran- 
ches of science... “Such newly-swakened 
zeal: misted’men quite.as able as Sir Fre- 
derick and presumably fir : better. ac- 
quainted with the workingsofthe Chinese 
mind, But the result proved thatall these 
promising evidences of an altered policy 
were but steps taken to avoid the 
persistent remonstraces of the trouble-.

Aa wo said a few days ago, tho Commia- 
sion has acbieved its greatest successes where 
the heads of departments, abandoning the 
policy of obstruction, have Tent the benefit 
of thelr knowledge of departmental duties 
and suggested amalgamation or abolition of 
offices or economies in every-day expenditure. 
Had the Commission gone into office detaile, 
it might haye sat till Doomaday, But if it 
could only have made a few searching in- 
quiries it might have learned a great deal 
more about the service and might have been 
able to make many suggestions to lessen the 
flow of funds from the pockets of the 
ratepayers into the pockets of the officials, 
As an instance, we might take the very 


broad subject of persons} allowances. In 
the Educational Department money ia spant 
in teaching the Chiness Language to 
Earopeane. 
gogd many instances, apeaking compara- 
tively, the money so spent is thrown away 
an effectually as if it werd thrown into the 
Harbour? 1 it not a fact, too, that allow- 
andas are made for chair-coolies, allowances 
proved to be useless from the fact that the 
officers do not apply tho allowances to~the 
purpose for which they are gravted? These 
are small enough matters in themselves, and 
porhopa it ie more for the heads of depart- 
Tuents to carry out economies of this nature, 
but the total'sam paid out to supply officials 
with luxuries must reach a high figura. Of 
courte, if thera are heads of departments 
fighting for their ow camp—and that may 
mean, in a few cases, fighting for their own 
pockete—regardiess of the Colony, itis difti. 
cult to bring about a moro ceonomical worl- 
ing of this Colony. 


& PROMISING START. 


According to Sir George O’Brien, the 
Colony has been simply squandering money 
on the Colonial Seeratary'a office, The peat 
of Ohiei Clerk ($3240), who also acts as 
Clerk of Cousoils ($1296)—in all $45d6— 
might be ebolished, provided a competent 
Assistant Colonial Secretary were obtained 
abasalary of $4800 instead of $3600. A 
registration clerk, whooe ‘ apecial qualifica- 
tions’ need not be more than ‘ trustworthi- 
neea and mathodical habite’—‘ special quali- 
fications’ which are expeoted from any clerk 
alt the world over,—is receiving a salary of 
$2604 (or $222 por month); in future, the 
post should be filled by a olerk reoviving 
$100 per month, The Colony is, therefore, 
paying $122 more than Mr J. Alves! services 
are worth in this capacity, The dispro- 
portion in tha sulary of Mr P, d. Bozario 
eompared with the value of his duties is 
given at $998—and wo aro giving ‘top 
vatues’—that ie to say, his salary should be 
reduced from $1728 to $480, rising to $720. 
Mr J, M. Gutierrez ($1612) assiste Mr. J. 
Alves. 
who gave as his exouse for absence from bie 
desk : ‘Helping Pater, sir,’ Poter replying 
that he had been doing aothing! The 
Commission recommend the abolition of thie 
office, recommendation soarcely to be 
wondered at, 

In our remarke, it must vot be inferred 
that we have the slightest desire to under- 
estimate the abilities of any of the gentle. 
men referred to above. Whet we say of 
them or whatever we may have to say of 
other officers (except where apacially men- 
tioned) is meant to refer to the positions 
they hold merely—whether these positions 
are necessary for the efficiency. of the public 
service. Mr Alyos has been in the Colonial 
aervioe 34 years 3 Mr PLE. Rozario, 20 years; 
and Mr J. M, Gutierrez 11 years; and while 
wo have not the slightest ground for boliey- 
ing that they have not discharged their 
duties for the absolute bonoiit of Hongkong 
and the enbancament of British role io this 
part of the world, we cannot help saying 
that they, af least, have no reason to 
grumble at the manner in which they are 
remunerated for duties that are uoither 
onerous, difficult nor of great responsibility.

DARWINIANISM. 
In tho conzio of his presidontial address 
to the British Association at Oxford, Lord 
Salisbury ssid 


DARWIN'S WORK AND. THEORY, 

Tf wo aro not able to ace far into tho 
cauaes and origin of life in our own day, it 
is not probable that wo shall deal moro 
succesefully with tho. problem aa it arose 
many millions of years ago, Yot cortainly 
the most conspicuous event in the annals 
of the leat half-century has been the pub- 
lication of Mx Darwin's work on thé V Origin 
of Species,’ whiph appeared in 1859. In 
goma respucts, in the dopth of the impres- 
sion whieh it mado-on scientific thought, 

+ and even on the goneral opinion of the 
world, its momentous effect cam hardly bo 
overstated. But at thia*distunce of timo it 
ig possible to see that somo of its success 
has heen duo to adventitious circumstances. 
It hos hed'the chance of enlisting among. 
its champions some of the most powerful 
intellects of our time, and perhaps the still 
happier foriune of appoaring at a moment 


whan it furnished an armoury of wospous 


to men who wero not scientific, for use in 
. the bitter but transitory polemics of tho 
day. But by far the largest part of its oc- 
cidgntal advantages was to bo found in tha 
remarkable charactor and qualifications of 
its author. The equity of judgment, tho 
simplominded love of truth, and tha pationt 
dovotion to the purauit of it through years 
of toil and of other conditions the most 
uapropitious, these things endeared to 
numbors of mon everything that came from 
Charles Darwio# apart {rom its scientific 
morit ot literary charm. And whatever 
final value may. be assigned to his ‘doctrine, 
nothing can ever detract from the lusire 
shed upon it by tho wealth of his knowledge 
and the infinite ingenuity of his resource. 
The intrinsic power of bis theory is shown 
at loast in thie one respcot, that in the 
dopartmont of kuowledge with which 
it is concermed it has effected an entire 
revolution in the ‘methods of research. 
Bofors hie tima the study of living 
nature had a tondency to bo morely 
statistical ; aince bis time it has become 
predominantly ‘historical, The considera- 
tion how any vurgunic body camo to be 
what it is oceupies a far larger area in any 
inquiry now than the mere description of 
its actual condition ; but this queation was 
not predominant, it may almost be said to 
have been ignored, in the botanical and 
zoological atady of sixty yeata ago. An- 
other lasting and unquestioned offcet has 
resulted from Darwin's work, He has, os 
a waatter of fact, disposed of the doetrine 
of tha immutability of species, It has 
begn mainly associated in recant days with 
the honoured name of Agassiz, but with 


him has disappeared the last defender of it |- 


who could claim the attention of the world. 
Fow now are found to doubt that animals 
soparated by differences far exceeding those 
that distinguish what wo know as species 
havo yet descended from common ancestors, 
But thera is much less agreement as to the 
extent to which this common descent can 
ba assumed, or the proceas by which it haa 
come about, Darwin himself believed that 
all animals were deacanded from ‘at most 
four or fire progenitors,’ adding that ‘thera 
was grandsur in the view that life had 
beon originally breathed by the Creator 
into afew forms, or ons. Some of his 
more devoted followers, like Professor 
Haeckel, were preparod to go astep farthor, 
and to contemplato'a oryatal as the prto- 
bablo ancestor of the whole fauna and flura 
of this planet, To this extent the Darwi- 
nian theory has not effected the conquest of 
scientifié opinion ; and still leasis there any 
unanimity in the acceptance of natural sc- 
lection aa thesole or oven the main agent 
of what modifications may havo led up to 
tho existing forms of life. The deopest 
obscurity stit! hangs over the origin of the 
intinite variety of life. Two of the strongest 
objections to the Darwinian explanation 
appear attll to retain all their force. 


DARWINISM ‘NOT PROVEN.’ 

I think Lord Kelvin waa the first to point 
out that tho amount of time required by 
the advocates of the theory for wotking out 
the procesa they had imagined could not 
be conceded without assuming tho existenca 
of o totally different sot of natural laws 
from those with which we are acquainted, 
His view was not only based on profound 
machanical reasoning, but it was so plain 
that any layman could comprehend it. 
Sottiag saide argumenta deduced from the 
resistance of the tides, which may bo taken 
to transcend the lay understanding, hia 
argument {rom tho refrigeration of the earth 
requites little science to apprehend it. 
Everybody knows that hot things coal, and 
thut according to their substance they take 
moro or lesa time in cooling. It ia evident 
from tho increase of heat aa we descend 
into the earth, that the earth ia cvoling, 
and we know by oxperiment, within cer- 
tain wide limits, the rate at which its sub- 

, stances, the matters of which it is consti- 
tuted, are found to cool. It follows that 
we can approximetely calculate how hot it 
was eo many million years ago. But if any 
time it wee hotter st the surface by 50deg 
F, than it is now, lifo would then bave been 
impossible upon the planet, and, therefore, 
we can, without much difficulty, fix a date 
before which organic life on earth cannot 
have existed. Basing hiowself on these con- 
siderations, Lord Kelvin limited the period 
of organic life upon the oarth to » hundred 
million years; and Professor Teit, in a still 
more penurions spirit, cut that hundred 
down to ten. But on the other aide of the 
account stand the olaima of the geologists 
and biologists. They have rovellod in tho 
prodigality of the cyphers which they put 
at the end of the earth's hypothetical life, 
Long cribbed and cabined within the nar- 
row boundsof the popular chronology, they 
have exulted wantonly in their new frea- 
dom. Thay have lavished their millions of 
years with the open hand of a prodigal hoir 
indemuifyiug himself by present oxtrava- 
gance for the enforced self-denial of hia youth 
(laughter), Bat it cannot be gainaaid that 
their theories require at least all this albow 
room. If wo think of that vast distance 
over which Darwin conducts us, from the 
jelly-fish lying on the primeval beach to 
man as we know him now; if we reflect 
that the prodigious change requisite to 
transform one into the other is made up of 
achain of generations, each advancing by 
@ minute variation from the form of its 
predecessor, and if we further reflect that 
these successive changes ara eo Minute that 
in the course of our historical periqd, say 


aie
